After the prisoner had abused 
the witness Judge Winfield also began 
to wax wrothy, and wisely concluded to 
make an example of Stumbaugh.

ness like manner said: 


"Young man, you arc a worse character 
than I at first supposed. 
I will, there- 
fore, change your sentence and make it 
fourteen years." 


"Why not make it one hundred years? 
If you do not want to do that why not 
kill me?" yelled Stumbaugh, his little 
form trembling with rage and excite- 
ment.

the president with a waive of his hand. 
He bad treated a lar^e and growing 
treasury surplus as a matter neither re- 
quiring attention uor justifying appré- 
hension. 


Senator Sherman had .protected most 
vigorously against the president's declar- 
ation that the internal revenue should 
not be done away with. 
In 1867 Sena- 
tor Sherman himself 
had 
expressed 
much the same opinion he now so se- 
verely criticizes. 


In 1870, and na 1882, he had eloquent- 
ly tind f; rcibly maintained much the 
f-.mo views. 
Senator 
Sherman had 
rnarged that the treasury surplus was 
due ti) the president's faÛure to exercise 
hib legal functions. 


This charge was based mainly on the 
fact that the president had opposed the 
shipping subsidies. Senator Kenna then 
proceeded to a discussion, 
in detail, of 
its effect upon the revenue and upon 
the domostic interests of the judicious 
revieion of the tariff, disputing almost 
every economic proposition advanced by 
Sherman and in favor of the president's 
suggestions. 


The senate passed the bill to increase 
the pensions of totally helpless soldiers 
to 372 a month.

In a recent interview with » 
writer for the Arkansam Traveler, he 
Is reported as saying: "In the past five 
or six years four additional transcon- 
tinental lines have been built to the 
Pacific coast—the. Southern Pacific, 
Santa Fe, Northern Pacific and Cana- 
dian Pacific; while the Northwestern, 
Bock Island, Burlington, and St. Pan! 
are pushing thousands of miles of ex- 
tensions into regions where they will 
not be needed for half a generation to 
come. The Northern Pacific, Mani- 
toba, Northwestern, and St. Paul last 
year built nearly 2,500 miles of rail- 
road iu a region where the foot of man 
hath rarely trod and the eye of God 
hath seldom turned. The annual re- 
port of the Northern Pacific shows 
that the operating expenses of its 
branch lines and extensions have ex- 
ceeded the receipts this 'ear by $1G2,- 
000. 
The company has recently asked 


for a loan of $12,000,000 on third 
mortgage bonds, while the Manitoba 
parallels it through over 700 miles of 
its best territory. The Manitoba last 
year built 1,444 miles of new road. 
Mortgaged at $15,000

mile, it 


will amount to $21,600,000, and the 
fixed charges at 5 per cent, will be 
over $1,080,000 a year.
